For the first time in 14 years West Chester High has produced a championship basketball 
quintet. This year’s band of basketeers under ‘““Andy Defassio’s fine coaching captured Section III 
honors and went on to reach the District One P.I.A.A. finals. During the season the Warrior cagers 
racked up 17 victories against 4 losses. In Section II] league competition the Defassiomen compiled 
9 wins against a lone setback at the hands of Phoenixville. The win-loss record, however, does 
not tell the whole story. The Warriors really had tough competition and had to come from behind 
in many cases to achieve victory. 


This year’s five was captained by Jack ““Newman”’ Wise, dependable veteran guard. Jack's 
fine floorwork, his accurate set shots, and his ability to keep the team together under pressure made 
him a good choice for captain. At the pivot spot was 6’ 3”” Albert ‘“Baa’’ Bruno, another two-year 
veteran. ‘‘Baa’’ consistently a high scorer for the Garnet & White for two years, and this year he 
took Section III scoring honors by tallying 149 points. Another boy who used his height to advantage 
under the backboard was ‘“‘Pete’’ Kellar, who was also one of the league’s top scorers. ‘““Jack’’ 
Erb, hard-working guard, handed out many assists and generally scored his share of points on the 
fast break. Completing the first five was speedy ‘Mike’ Facciolli, an alert and ball-hawking for- 
ward who excelled in aggressive play and well-timed set shots. 


For dependable reserve duty, Coach ‘‘Andy’’ Defassio had 6’ 5’ Jack Kenworthy and “Young 
Dan” Leary, both of whom played consistently good relief roles. Other varsity players were 


Jack ““Spider’’ Rodeback, Dick ““Radar’’ Good, and “‘Herb’”’ Bellamy. 


The Warriors traveled to Chester for their opener, and after a last quarter rally they emerged 
39-32 victors. Continuing on the road, the locals lost 42-26, on an off-night to the Radnor Raiders, 
whom they later met for the district title. In the final 1945 game the Warriors played host and lost 
to Haverford High, 36-32. 


As a result of the unpromising start ‘Andy’ and the boys settled down to work, and in their 
next game, their first league contest, our fast-breaking Warriors rolled up a 65-21 score against 
Downingtown. The rejuvenated Defassio-men followed this game up with a 42-33 win over 
Media, a non-league rival. Playing their 2nd league contest, the locals eked out a 32-31 decision 
over a strong Berwyn five. Scoring their 4th straight triumph, West Chester romped to a 62-30 
victory over Wilmington High, but saw their string broken by dropping a 38-31 decision to Phoenix- 
ville. Following the defeat by the Irontowners, the aroused Warriors started a winning streak 
which reached 12 straight. In one of the most thrilling battles of the season, West Chester staged 
a comeback to run back the Red Raiders of Coatesville 39-36, After this important league game, 
the Warriors beat Pottstown on the Trojan’s floor, 44-39, in another thriller. P. S. DuPont was the 
next G. & W. victim and was easily turned back, 49-31. 


Opening the 2nd half of the league schedule, the Warriors crushed Downingtown again, 
592-97. This was followed by a repeat win over Media, 44-29. West Chester encountered dif- 
ficulty in the first half of the Berwyn screen play and trailed, 23-16, at the midway mark. However, 
the. Warriors rallied for a well earned 47-37 win over the Bulldogs. 
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The Garnet and White relaxed and barely defeated Kennett Square, 32-26, but regained their 
stride in a sweet revenge victory by crushing Phoenixville, 44-23. In the Phantom encounter, 
Captain Wise sustained an ankle injury which kept him out of the next two games. However, 
“Dan” Leary, who replaced Wise, turned in a brilliant relief performance, and continued to play 
dependable ball as regular for the next two games. Our Warrior courtmen then traveled to the 
Steel City for the all important game with Coatesville. The Red Raiders were ‘hot’ and located the 
nets from all angles, but the cooler and more experienced Warriors held on grimly, and managed to 
stay ahead most of the game by 2 or 3 points. When it was all over, West Chester not only had won 
the game 45-49, but the Section III basketball crown. Playing their last regularly scheduled league 
game, the Garnet & White five rose to the occasion by trouncing Pottstown, 49-30. 


In a tune-up for the P.I.A.A. playoffs, the Warriors handed Norristown its first defeat in 20 
home games, 46-38. However, the Warriors had to come from behind and outscore the Eagles 
15-2 in the last period to win. 


Opening in the play-off competition, West Chester trounced Yeadon 42-30. The Warriors 
stepped out to a 10-0 lead but had difficulty the rest of the way. On top by a mere 23-20 count 
at intermission, the Warriors were vexed with Yeadon’s pressing tactics and accurate long shots. 
Not until the final quarter did the better-conditioned Warriors pull away for the decisive margin. 


West Chester, having drawn a 2nd round bye, moved into the District | title scrap at Villanova 
Field House with Radnor, defending champion and kingpin of Section Il. The underdog Warriors 
were given poor odds in betting and when the Wayne Raiders zipped to leads of 12-2 and 29-1 O, 
it looked as if it might be a rout. Overcoming their early inefficient ball handling, however, the 
G. & W. five got their carefully planned fast-breaking plays against the pressing Raiders to function 
smoothly and pulled up to 18-21 at the halftime respite. This attack carried over until the end of the 
3rd quarter which found Radnor ahead by a lone point, 31-30. However, the Warriors faded to 
the long end of 39-30 and a desperate last minute rally fell short; thus the final score was: Radnor-41, 
West Chester-37. 


Junior Varsity 


This year’s Jayvee combine coached by ‘‘Bill’’ Hickman, played better basketball than their 
record shows. The Warrior reserve combine came through for 5 victories, but lost 7 encounters 
by margins of 3 points or fewer. The reserves played good second-half basketball consistently, 
and if they had played both halves that way, they possibly might have had a championship Jayvee 
quintet. The following probably will be the nucleus for “Andy’’ Defassio’s varsity next year: 
“Hal” Court, high scoring guard who broke 20 points twice; ‘‘Dick’’ Ogden, set shot artist; bug 
“G. I” Lowell Young; scrappy Earl Sylvester; Jack Fitzgerald, smooth ball handler; and “‘As”’ 
Reale, diminutive but aggressive back courtman. ‘‘Meo” DiSabitino, ‘Lefty’ Battin, and “‘Phil’’ 
Kistler saw considerable reserve duty, while Earl Johnson and ‘“‘Dick’’ Johnson were on hand 
for further relief action.

The inaugural session of the 1945-46 series of the West Chester High 
School Court trials was brought to order with a rap from Judge Stetson’s 
gavel. Before the faculty jury and the student defendants, District 
Attorney Henderson delivered the opening address of his prosecution. 


The W.C.H.S. Warriors vs. St. Patrick’s case was thrown out of court 
for lack of evidence. 


The assembled Student Council appointed Dwain Watkins dafense 
attorney in charge of their ensuing case. 


All W.C.H.S. witnesses filled the court room and town with the plea, 
“Buy More Bonds!”

before the court; this case attracted the most spectators and was the 
most ably defended of the season, with the result that the defendants 
were over-whelmingly acquitted of all charges. 


The W.C.H.S. Court was adjourned for a Thanksgiving recess, which was 
brief but deeply appreciated by judge, jury, and defendants alike. 
The W.C.H.S. Warriors charged the Berwyn squad with unwarranted 
assault and battery. The T-E boys were quickly brought to trial and 
pronounced guilty as charged on this Thanksgiving Day. 

The class rings were used as ‘Exhibit A’’ in the defense of the Senior 
Class. 

The plaintiff, Chester, brought the old basketball trial before the at- 
tention of the court. A close decision found the defendants, W.C.HS., 
not guilty. 

After an entertaining session in assembly, the court was adjourned for 
the Christmas recess. 


The jury, English department, announced its verdict about the annual 
essay case. 


Twelve male student witnesses gave formal testimony before a packed 
court room; Defendant Truitt’s testimony was judged the most acceptable.
